REMARKS

New claims 185-202 have been added. 

Claims 93-105, 113-143, 148-159, 160-171, and 179-202 are now pending. 
Rejections Under Section 101 

Claims 106-112, 144-147, 160, and 172-178 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 106-112, 144-147, 160, and 172-178 have been canceled. Therefore, the 
rejections under section 101 are rendered moot.
